This year Wilson College, one of America’s 
four oldest institutions of higher learning for 
women, marked the seventy-fifth anniversary 
of its opening on October 12, 1870. The three- 
day celebration on» October siZ-s 1S eardaae 
1945, was highlighted by an address by The 
Honorable Herbert Hoover, former President 


of the United States. 
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A forum on Citizenship and Peace began the Seventy-fifth Anniversary celebration. Chairman 
of the panel was Lieutenant-Commander Margaret C. Disert, Dean on leave of Wilson College. 
Participants were Charles R. Nicklas, Editor of the Chambersburg Public O pinion; Congresswoman 
Margaret Chase Smith of Maine; Captain Gill Robb Wilson, Aviation Editor of The New York 
Herald Tribune; and Dr. Meta Glass, President of Sweet Briar College. 

The Saturday convocation opened with an academic procession of official delegates, trustees, 
faculty and students. The procession included twenty-four college presidents and representatives 
of one hundred ninety educational institutions. Governor Edward Martin of Pennsylvania intro- 
duced Mr. Hoover, whose address on Moral and Spiritual Recovery from War was broadcast over 
a nation-wide network. Honorary degrees were conferred on Dr. Glass and Mrs. Smith. Follow- 
ing the convocation, there was an anniversary reception in the John Stewart Memorial Library. 
A piano recital of Music of the Last Seventy-five Years by John Kirkpatrick was held in the 
evening. 

The Rev. William B. Lampe, Moderator of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
was the guest minister at the church service on Sunday. 

Many parents and distinguished guests at- 
tended the Seventy-fifth Anniv ersary celebra- 
tion. Departmental exhibits in Warfield and 
the science buildings and a display of Wil- 
soniana in the library were arranged for the 
visitors. Other events included the “beating 
of the bounds” and a step sing on Saturday 
evening and coffees in the dormitories on 
Sunday.
